Agricultural  Ad  .-ju  stnent 

S.  5426.    Introduced  by  llr.  Gillette.    February  22.  To 
Comnittee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry.     Proposes  the  follow- 
ing changes  mth  respect  to  the  Agricu].tural  f'arketing  Agree- 
ment Act  of  1937  (as  a^mended): 

1.  With  the  exception  of  products  for  which  no  statis- 
tics are  available,  v/ould  establish  the  purchasing  power  for 
agricultural  commodities  as  of  the  base  period  proclaimed  by 
the  Secretary    of    Agriculture.      The  base  period  upon  which 
parity  payments  are  to  be  figured  T/ould  be  that  pre-war  peri- 
od beginning  in  August,  1909,  and  ending  in  July,  1914, 

2.  In  handling  orders  mth  respect  to  riiilk,  prices 
would  be  fixed  specifically  or  by  formula,  but  it  would  be 
required  that  orders  be  approved  by  three-fourths  of  the 
producers  voting  in  a  referendum. 

3.  It  would  be  po'-sible  oo  provide  for  paying  reason- 
able compensation  from  the  marketing  pool  or  fund  to  bona 
fide  cooperative  marketing  associations  (all  of  whose  oper- 
ations are  under  the  full  control  of  milk  producers)  for 
marketing  services;  to  operators  of  plants  (not  eojaipned  for 
manufacturing)  for  service  in  diverting  and  disposing  of 
surplus  flui'-'  milk  during  the  periods  of  excess  surplus j  or 
to  operators  of  condensing,  evaporating,  or  drying  pla.nts 
for  services  in  furnishing  fluid  milk  during  periods  of  in- 
suf f icient  supply • 

4.  Handlers  of  all  comnodities  subject  to  mxcrketing 
orders  would  be  required  to  furnish  inform.ation  necessary  to 
the  proper  administration  of  the  order.  The  issuing  of  an 
order  would  not  be  affected  by  the  withdrawal  of  signers  or 
by  the  termination  or  suspension  of  the  ma.rketing  agreement 
by  the  Secretary  with  respect  to  any  or  all  signers.  The 
Secretary  vrould  be  aoithorized  to  conduct  a.  referendum  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  whether  a  provision  in  a.n  order 
is  approved  by  the  producers. 

5.  The  requirement  that  the  provisions  of  orders  re- 
lating to  California  citrus  fruits  be  approved  by  a  larger 
percentage  than  is  required  in  the  case  of  other  ccramodities 
would  be  repea.led, 

6.  The  Secretary  would  be:  required  to  encourage  pro- 
ducer-owned and  producer-controlled  cooperative  associations 
designed  to  promote  effi.cient  methods  of  ma.rketing  and  dis- 
tribution. 

7.  General  handling  orders  v/ould  be  made  to  o^vplj  to 
all  horticultura].  commiodities  exce^-^t  a  pies  other  than  those 
produced  in  the  States  of  "fa-shington,  Oregon,  and  Idaho,

C?lifrn-iia  -  A.  J.  ti.  21,  Rural  Rehabilitation  Pro- 
grans,  (intrrduceci  by  Messrs.  Scuddur,  ijidreas,  DilTforth, 
etc.,  February  19).  Prr peases  that  Congress  be  ner.orialized 
to  investigate  activities  of  the  Farn  Security  Administra- 
tion in  connection  v\[ith  the  rehabilitation  and  resettlement 
of  poultry  raisers.  It  is  cileged  that  great  loss  has  been 
sustained  by  suppliers  cf  feed  VLhichj  in  nany  instances, 
has  not  been  paid  for.  It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that 
a'ooropriate  action  be  tal-cen  by  Congress  to  nake  restitution 
to  the  p'ultry  feed  suppliers  in  the  Stfite  ivho  have  sus- 
tained such  losses.
